Referendum for Spring 2012 ASUC Election

WHEREAS, The class pass program allows students to take unlimited rides on AC Transit buses 

(including Transbay lines to San Francisco and the Peninsula) and Bear Transit campus 
shuttles (excluding the Richmond Field Station lines; and 

WHEREAS, In February 2006, 80% of the UC Berkeley students who voted in the Class Pass Program 
referendum approved the continuation of the Class Pass for a period of seven years. That 
was the third renewal of the Class Pass, allowing registered students to take unlimited rides 
on AC Transit buses; and 

WHEREAS, The first referendum was approved by 89% of student voters in 1999. The unlimited ride 
program currently includes: transbay service to San Francisco, the connector from the 
Fremont BART station to Stanford University, Bear Transit campus shuttles (excluding 
Richmond Field Station) all year, and unlimited rides during the summer; and 

WHEREAS, Each year, UC Berkeley students have taken over 3.5 million rides on AC Transit bus 
service, greatly reducing the need for students to bring a vehicle to campus. As cost of 
transportation continues to rise, this fee will ensure that Berkeley students have access to 
affordable, reliable bus transit service for the next seven years; and 

WHEREAS, The referendum covers the period from the fall of 2013 through the summer of 2020, seven 
years; and, 

WHEREAS, If approved, the fee will continue the current Class Pass program of unlimited rides all year 
long (including the summer) on: 

• Any AC Transit bus 

• Transbay service to San Francisco 

• The connector from the Fremont BART Station to Stanford University 

• Bear Transit campus shuttles, Perimeter and Hill (excluding Richmond Field Station line) 

• Direct all-night service from San Francisco after midnight to downtown Berkeley 

The fee will also pay for the following enhancements: 

• Funding to install NextBus, or a similar technology, at bus shelters (that may also be 
accessible online and via cell phone) to let riders know when the next bus will arrive at their 
preferred bus stop 

• Funding to upgrade existing student ID cards for use on AC Transit or to issue a separate 
Clipper Card. 
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WHEREAS, If the Class Pass referendum is not approved, Bear Transit service will be severely reduced. 

Students will no longer have unlimited access to AC Transit services, and would instead be 
required to purchase single tickets or monthly rider passes. Single rides on AC Transit buses 
are currently $2.10 for local travel and $4.20 for transbay. A monthly pass is $80/month for 
local travel only and $151.20/month for local and Transbay access; and, 

WHEREAS, This fee is subject to the following costs and conditions: 

Collection of the fee will begin in the Fall 2013 semester. It will be a $77.00 charge per 
semester. Summer session students who were not enrolled for the previous Spring semester 
will have a charge of $33.50. The new Class Pass fee will replace the current Class Pass 
program semester fee of $79.00. Fees will remain in place for seven (7) years, and will be 
charged in the following amounts: 

2013-14 to 2015-16 (Years 1-3): $77.00 per semester 
2016-17 to 2017-18 (Years 4-5): $80.00 per semester 
2018-19 to 2019-20 (Years 6-7): $86.00 per semester

representatives assigned by the sitting ASUC President and the sitting Graduate Assembly 
President, the administration, and AC Transit, will periodically evaluate the program and 
ensure that fee monies are properly allocated; and 

WHEREAS, In accordance with campus policy, one-third of all mandatory student-imposed fees are 

returned to financial aid to help offset the cost of this fee for the neediest students who are 
eligible for campus-based financial aid; and 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, A Referendum on the Spring Regular Election 2012 Ballot reads as 
follows: 

A renewal of the current Class Pass Referendum to continue providing unlimited student 
access to AC Transit and the campus shuttle (e.g. Perimeter & Hill shuttles), including the 
Night Safety Shuttle for the duration of the referendum (7 years), effective fall 2013, with a 
$2.00 decrease in the per semester fee (from $79.00 to $77.00) for the first 3 years, increasing 
by $3.00 (to $80.00) for the 4th and 5th years and by $6.00 (to $86.00) for the 6th and 7th 
years.

WHEREAS, according to the United Nations Population Fund, a mother dies every minute during 
childbirth, and for every life lost, 20 more women experience serious complications, 
ranging from chronic infections to disabling injuries, such as obstetric fistula; and, 

WHEREAS, SMRT is dedicated to raising awareness of such international maternal health issues; and, 

WHEREAS, Saving Mothers Research Team (SMRT) was founded at UC Berkeley, but chapters have 
been created in Columbia and University of Rhode Island; and, 

WHEREAS, this campus-wide organization works to promote and engage the community in issues 
involving maternal and child health; and, 

WHEREAS, SMRT is predominantly a fundraising organization, raising money to purchase basic 

birthing kits we send with doctors and health care providers to places like Guatemala and 
Liberia, where SMRT has created midwifery programs; and, 

WHEREAS, these past few years, SMRT has brought maternal health awareness at a local level by 
holding a baby supplies and toiletry drive every semester; and, 

WHEREAS, last year, SMRT hosted a film screening of "A Walk to Beautiful," an American 

documentary about five Ethiopian women regaining control of their lives from obstetric 
fistula repair surgery; and, 

WHEREAS, SMRT recently printed its own recipe book that SMRT collaborated with Cal Cooking 
Club to create for low income pregnant women; and, 

WHEREAS, SMRT sells SMRT Mother's Day cards annually as a fundraiser for producing birthing 
kits; and, 

WHEREAS, because many of SMRT members are pre-medical students, SMRT offers much advice 
and support for each other; and, 

WHEREAS, SMRT has networking opportunities with doctors and health care providers who are 
involved in Saving Mothers Research Team internationally; and, 

WHEREAS, SMRT often hosts student-teacher luncheons with professors who are typically from the 
School of Public Health with an expertise in global health; and, 
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WHEREAS, in the 2010-201 1 academic year, SMRT was a fourth-year Student Activity Group 
(SAG); and, 

WHEREAS, SMRT would like to be ASUC sponsored once again; and, 
WHEREAS, SMRT would like the following funded by the ASUC:

WHEREAS, The ASUC Senate would like to continue supporting major efforts throughout this 
campus; and 

THEREFORE IT BE RESOLVED, that the ASUC Senate allocate $24,000 from the Carry Forward 
Fund to the Senate Contingency Fund. 
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A Bill Against Discriminatory Blood and Bone Marrow Drives

WHEREAS, Article VI, Section 7, Clause C of the ASUC Constitution states that: "The Senate shall not 
fund any activity or group which discriminates against any student by race, color, religion, 
marital status, national origin, sex, age, sexual orientation, physical disability, or political 
activity or belief in its method or recruitment and acceptance for membership"; and, 

WHEREAS, Men who have had sex with other men and women who have had sex with men who have 

had sex with men, at any time since 1977 are currently deferred as blood donors according to 
antiquated Food and Drug Administration Policy from 1983. This is because MSM are, as a 
group, at increased risk for HIV, hepatitis B and certain other infections that can be 
transmitted by transfusion; and 

WHEREAS, Blood donor testing using current advanced technologies has nearly eliminated the risk of 
HIV transmission in the United States. Improved procedures, donor screening for risk of 
infection, and laboratory testing for evidence of HIV infection have made the United States 
blood supply safer than ever, and 

WHEREAS, ASUC-sponsored student groups hosts blood drives and bone marrow drives in the Martin 
Luther King, Jr. Student Union; and, 

WHEREAS, In March of 2006, the American Association of Blood Banks (AABB), America's Blood 

Centers (ABC) and the American Red Cross (ARC) testified before the FDA that the lifetime 
ban for men who have sex with men "is medically and scientifically unwarranted" and that "it 
does not appear rational to broadly differentiate sexual transmission via male -to-male sexual 
activity from that via heterosexual activity on scientific grounds."; and 

WHEREAS, In March of 2010, 18 U.S. Senators wrote a joint letter to FDA Commissioner Margaret 

Hamburg, testifying that "not a single piece of scientific evidence supports the ban" and that 
it is "medically and scientifically unwarranted"; and 

WHEREAS, Rational blood donation guidelines need to be founded upon the best evidence-based science 
and the behavior of individuals, and the FDA's current guidelines imply that gay men are the 
primary agents for the spread of HIV; and, 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that the ASUC officially opposes the FDA ban on MSM blood 
donation; and, 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the ASUC EAVP author letters to Senators Barbara Boxer and 
Dianne Feinstein, as well as Congresswoman Barbara Lee, asking that they continue to 
pressure the FDA. 
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A Bill in Support of Amending the UCSA Charter

WHEREAS, the ASUC is a proud member of the University of California Student Association 

(UCSA) and recognizes UCSA's position as the official systemwide voice of the UC 
student body; and 

WHEREAS, UCSA must make changes to its Charter in order to regain status as a 501c3 organization; 
and 



WHEREAS, these changes to the UCSA Charter are required by the IRS for organizations that are 
seeking a non-profit 501c3 status. The language comes from the IRS, tracking the 
language in Internal Revenue code, and has been reviewed by UCSA's attorney; and 

WHEREAS, whenever the UCSA Charter is revised, the changes must be approved by 2/3rds of the 
member associations; and 



WHEREAS, the changes to the Charter do not represent any significant change of the activities or 

purpose of UCSA. They will not prohibit any activities that they currently engage in, or 
broaden their activities. UCSA will still be able to advocate for legislation but will still 
not endorse/support candidates for office; and 



WHEREAS, UCSA in the past has relied on the tax-exempt status of the UC Regents. UCSA is 

currently in the process of applying for its own tax-exempt 501c3 status. This change has 
been approved by the UC Office of the President and will not change significantly 
UCSA's funding or structure; 

THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that the ASUC Senate approves UCSA's charter changes; and 

THEREFORE BE IT FINALLY RESOLVED, that the Senate direct External Affairs Vice President 
Freeman to notify the UCSA Board of Directors of its decision. 
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A Bill in Support of the February 13th Day of Action to Overturn Proposition 209

WHEREAS, California Proposition 209 was passed in 1996 and prohibits Affirmative Action in 
admissions in public institutions; and 

WHEREAS, in July of 1995, the University of California Board of Regents enacted Special Policy 1 
and 2; and 

WHEREAS, Special Policy 1 and Special Policy 2 banned the use of race, ethnicity, and gender in 
admissions and hiring respectively; and 

WHEREAS, these policies have devastated the representation of minorities in higher education; and, 

WHEREAS, after the passage of Proposition 209, the following freshmen class of 1998 at University 
of California, Berkeley saw a 50% decline in African American, Latino, and Pilipino 
students compared to the prior year, according to the American Bar Association; and, 

WHEREAS, the 6th Circuit Federal Court of Appeals overturned Michigan's Proposal 2, a similar 
ban on affirmative action; and, 

WHEREAS, the 9th Circuit Federal Court of Appeals in San Francisco will consider arguments in 
favor of overturning California Proposition 209 on February 13, 2012; and, 

WHEREAS, Students and community members will demonstrate at the Court of Appeals on the day of 
the hearing to urge the federal court to overturn Prop. 209; and, 

WHEREAS, the budget for UC students' demonstration is as follows: 

WHEREAS, structural and plain discrimination evident in American schools, neighborhoods, and law 
enforcement cause stratification by identity; and, 

WHEREAS, underprivileged and historically excluded groups, such as people of color, women and 
queer people, are underrepresented in higher education and in the workplace, resulting in 
class stratification by gender, race, and sexual orientation; and, 

WHEREAS, prior to the 1960s and the Brown v. Board of Education Supreme Court case, institutions 
such as the University of California (UC) and California State University (CSU) had 
admissions policies that blatantly excluded people of color, women, and discriminated 
based on religious affiliation; and, 
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WHEREAS, such policies created a need for affirmative action, policies that take into account factors 
such as, race, color, religion, gender, sexual orientation or national origin, in order to 
benefit an underrepresented group; and, 

WHEREAS, these policies are not intended to shut out majority groups, instead their objective is to 
"level the playing field" and broaden admission requirements; and, 

WHEREAS, affirmative action fulfills the state's promise to make higher education accessible to 
students from diverse backgrounds by ensuring that diversity on CSU and UC campuses 
is representative of the diversity of the state of California; and, 

WHEREAS, If preferential treatment programs, such as Legacy Admissions, are allowed in the 
admission policies for some of the most prominent universities in our country, then there 
should also be admission policies based on, race, color, religion, gender, sexual 
orientation or national origin; and, 

WHEREAS, without the ability to consider all relevant factors in admission policies, underrepresented 
groups will continue to gain admission at rates that are disproportionate of the 
demographics of the state; and, 

THEREFORE IT BE RESOLVED, the ASUC stands in firm support of reinstating affirmative action 
and endorses the Day of Action to overturn Prop. 209; and, 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, the ASUC will grant $ from ASUC Senate Contingency Fund for 
buses to transport students from the Berkeley campus to the Court of Appeals; and, 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, the ASUC urges instructors to be lenient on class attendance on the 
day of action and to encourage students to learn more about affirmative action and its 
importance to communities of color; and, 

BE IT FINALLY RESOLVED, the ASUC urges Chancellor Birgeneau to take a public stance on this 
court case.
